On account of the large wheat 
crop the demand for harvesting ma­ 
chinery was greater than has ever 
been known in this country. Binders, 
threshers, mowers and 
rakes were 
held at a premium. 
Owing to their 
inability to keep hands* thresher own­ 
ers found it impracticable to 
take 
their machines from aommunity to 
community to do threshing. This has 
led to the plan of buying machines 
in larger numbers and tiding the work 
on a community basis.
